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TWO CENT PIECES OF THE UNITED STATES

Since the early 1920s my hobby has been the study and collecting 
of American coins. Much pleasure has been derived through attributing 
my coins to those of noted collectors. 

Miss Ella B. Wright first kindled my interest in types and varieties. 
She was the able assistant to Henry Chapman, and after his death became 
manager of the business for Mrs. Chapman. I have spent many pleasant 
hours in the Chapman home and office, which was located on South 
Sixteenth Street in Philadelphia, Pa. During one of my early visits 
there Miss Wright helped me attribute several large cents to the works 
of F. W. Doughty and F. D. Andrews. From that time on I have been 
variety conscious. Later, Miss Wright was kind enough to let me have 
her working copy of the original Doughty book, which has several pencil 
notations by Mr. Chapman. This is my most prized book on coins. 

After attributing my cents and half cents, I thought of starting 
next on my two cent series, but soon learned there was no standard 
work on the series. I soon noticed that different dies had been used in 
minting two cent coins, and though there was only one type there cer- 
tainly were several varieties. Since then I have made notes of each 
different die encountered. In the interim several splendid books have 
been published, and excellent papers written, on various other coins, 
medals, and tokens. An example is the outstanding works of Dr. Wm. 
H. Sheldon and Mr. Howard R. Newcomb, which leave little to be done 
in the large cent series. Yet nothing of consequence has come to my 
attention on two cent pieces. 

As there is no source material available as a basis, I have listed 
in the accompanying arrangement of varieties only those that I have 
encountered, so it will by no means be complete. It is my hope that this 
small initial effort will be enlarged upon by interested collectors until 
a standard work becomes available to future generations of collectors. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to James A. Gregory Jr. 
of Newport, Ark., for the accompanying photographs, and to Jack Shine, 
architect, also of Newport, Ark., for his drawings. 

There are no extreme rarities in this series, but there are several 
I consider rare, some considered scarce, some near common, and others 
common. The order of rarity is designated as follows: No mention. 
Common; R-1, Near Common; R-2, Scarce; R-3 and R-4, slight vari- 
ation of Rare; and R-5, Rarest in series. 

As this is an initial work. Undetermined Rarity will be so noted. 

I sincerely hope this will be a stimulus for further study and 
recognition of this highly interesting and long neglected series of our 
National Coinage. 


Historical Summary 

There are few persons alive who can remember spending a two 
cent piece. A large percentage of those who do recall, tell of trips 
to the candy store, where a two cent piece would buy a wide and varied 
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assortment of candy. It is quite natural for early memories to include 
candy counters; but the frequent connection of two cent pieces with 
sweet shops tends to mark it as the universal Meritorious Award coin 
for children of its day, as was the nickel yesterday, the dime today and, 
it is feared, the quarter will be tomorrow. 

Minor coins of correct denomination ever have been a problem of 
our country, and as early as 1836 the demand was felt for a coin of two 
cents value. In that year a pattern of this denomination was struck at 
our Philadelphia mint. It was not adopted, however, and 28 years elapsed 
before the first authorized two cent piece came into being. 

On November 13, 1861, the Rev. M. R. Watkins, of Ridleyville, Pa., 
wrote a letter to Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase, in which he 
said that one fact in our currency had been overlooked — the recognition 
of the Almighty God in some form on our coins. He suggested changes 
and additions, including the words “God, Liberty, Law” and “Perpetual 
Union.” 

Secretary Chase thought well of the suggestion, and in a letter to 
James Pollock, then Director of the Mint, he said that no nation could 
be strong except in the strength of God, or safe except in His defense, 
and that “the trust of people in God should be declared on our National 
coins. You will cause a device to be prepared without unnecessary 
delay with a motto expressing in the fewest and tersest words possible 
this National Recognition.” 

The years 1861 and 1862 saw several patterns with the motto 
reading “God Our Trust.” In 1863 among other denominational patterns 
were several for two cent pieces. They bore mottoes “God and Our 
Country” and “God Our Trust.” These were submitted to the Secretary 
pf the Treasury, who in a letter to the Director of the Mint dated Dec. 
9, 1863, stated that he approved the mottoes, but suggested the first 
be changed to read “Our God and Our Country” and the second to read 
“In God We Trust.” By act of Congress of April 22, 1864, the coinage 
of the two cent piece was authorized. It was to bear the motto “In 
God We Trust.” 

The years of our great Civil Strife enhanced our demand for small 
change and though millions of copper-nickel cents were minted, they 
seemed inadequate. To fill the need, many business establishments and 
tradesmen issued privately, without discretion, imitations of our Indian 
Head with their advertisements or political slogans on the reverse. Of 
their countless numbers many conformed in size and metal to our one 
cent piece and were well executed. Others were under or over size and 
were minted from crude dies in a variety of metals. All of these so-called 
Civil War cents circulated freely with the standard coins of our country. 
Into this hodgepodge of legal and spurious small change began to fiow 
the first coins to bear our familiar motto “In God We Trust,” the two 
cent pieces of 1864. 

It is a shame that so noble a motto had to “rub elbows” with the 
like of “Shoot Him On The Spot” and “Don’t Tread On Me,” but what 
a blessing that it has endured so that today we can show the peoples 
of a troubled world that our great country still has faith in, and places 
its trust in Almighty God. 

At one time or another, most of us have experienced a great desire 
for some particular thing, and have acquired it under possible hard-

ship, only to find that it wasn’t really what we wanted. After the 
newness wears olf, such things usually are discarded or replaced. This 
seems to have been the case with the two cent piece. Mint records show 
that after the initial minting of 19,847,500 coins in 1864, each year 
thereafter saw fewer struck until in 1872 only 65,000 came from the 
mint. In the final year, 1873, only proofs were minted to fill orders 
for an estimated 1,000 pieces. 

Many two cent pieces available today show considerable wear and 
signs of continual circulation, but its unpopularity is certain. Possibly 
coins of one, three, and five cents, then current, were adequate for the 
demand. More probably, the size of the coin made it undesirable. The 
change from the large to small cent in 1857 met with immediate favor, 
much to the relief of those in authority, as the acceptance of such a 
drastic reduction in weight had been questioned. 

While the two cent piece was unpopular during its few years of 
circulation, it has been a boon to collectors, particularly beginners. The 
short duration of the coin made it possible to complete a date set rather 
easily, and until quite recently at small cost. The cost of uncirculated 
and proof specimens has increased greatly in the last ten years, but a 
set from 1864 to 1872 in good to fine condition still can be had for a 
modest amount, and occasionally an 1873 is offered in the same condition 
at not too high a figure. 

Values 

Complete sets containing 1864 Small Motto and 1873 in Unc. and 
proof Cond. (11 coins) during 1953 were selling for an average of $135. 
Unc. 1864 Small Motto and 1873 in proof have been selling at about the 
same figure, with an average of about $50 each. Uncirculated specimens 
of the remaining dates averaged about as follows: 1864 Large Motto 
and 1865, $1.75; 1866, 1867, 1868 and 1869, from $4.50 to $6.50; 1870 
and 1871, $7.50 and $10.50, respectively; and 1872, $15.00. These prices 
are based on my observation of prices realized at auction and sales 
completed by dealers and collectors, and do not reflect my own opinion 
of values. 

Instruction and Explanation 

It is of prime importance that the coin be held so that the figure 
or letter, being checked for position, is perpendicular to the eye. A 
strong magnifying glass is needed, as many of the differences are slight 
and cannot be detected by the naked eye. The best possible specimens 
should be obtained for accurate attribution. Coins that are worn or 
dirty often are impossible to classify. A dingy coin may be improved 
by lightly brushing with a soft brush, such as jewelers use. If the coin 
has a deposit of old oil or grease or verdigris in its early stages on its 
surface, soaking for a while in alcohol or carbon tetrachloride will often 
loosen the deposit so that it will come off in warm soap and water. 
Never use abrasives or cleaners that will mar or brighten the coin. 
If verdigris has remained on the coin long enough to corrode, it is best 
left as is, for if it is removed ugly pits are visible that nothing can 
improve. 

OBVERSE GUIDE SHEET 

Obverses may be identified by the following method: (1) Date 
nearer to border below or to the ball at the base of shield. (2) Center of 
ball at base of shield relative to its position over the figures of date. 
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(3) Base of figure 1 or figure 4 of date being nearest to border below. 

(4) Other features or differences to aid in identification will be shown 
under remarks. 

Following the guide sheets will be more descriptive information 
of each listed variety, numbered to correspond with the numbers of 
the guide sheet. 

REVERSE GUIDE SHEET 

Reverses may be identified by the following method: (1) Position 
of the point of the 7th outside blade of the left branch of the wreath, 
relative to its position under the first T in STATES. (2) Position of 
the point of the 8th outside blade of the right branch of the wreath, 
relative to its position under the final S in STATES. (3) Position of the 
point or the 7th outside blade of the right branch of the wreath, relative 
to its position under the letter F in OF. (4) Position of the point of the 
3rd outside blade of the right branch of the wreath relative to C in 
AMERICA. (5) Other distinguishing differences will be noted under 
remarks. 

Capital letters are used to denote: C— Center, L— Left, N— Near, 
P— Past, R— Right, S— Slightly, V— Very. Letter R followed by a numeral 
denotes degree of rarity. 

The accompanying line drawing shows clearly the relative position 
of the points associated with the letters above. 

It is suggested that a fiexible clear plastic straight edge, similar to 
the slides used in coin albums, be used to aid in establishing position. 
For example, a straight edge placed on the obverse, and centered with 
the two balls or orbs of the shield, one being at the extreme bottom and 
the other near the top, will sever the date thus establishing its position 
relative to the ball at the base of shield. In the case of a letter on the 
reverse, place the straight edge to parallel the upright of the letter and 
in line with the very point of the blade directly under it and you will 
determine the relative position with blade point and letter.

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Description 

Obverse — Garnished shield of the United States over two arrows in saltire; 
olive branches hang from the top and down sides of the shield; on a scroll 
above, IN GOD/ WE/TRUST; below, date. 

Reverse - UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Within a wreath of wheat, 
2/ CENTS. Size, 14; bronze.

No. 1 

Small Motto 

The date is nearer to border than to ball at base of shield. A line drawn 
downward through the center of ball would run midway between 8 and 6. 
The bases of figures 1 and 4 are equidistant from border. 1, 8 and 6 are 
equally and rather widely spaced while 4 and 6 are somewhat closer and the 
4 high. Figure 6 is only slightly nearer to ball than 8. 

Letters of the motto, on a scroll above the shield, are smaller than on 
following varieties. A comparison of the letter U will show that there is 



more space between the uprights of the small U than the large, and that the 
large U will be nearer the edges of the scroll. The letters of the motto of 
this variety are proportionally shorter, yet wider, than the letters of the 
Large Motto. 

The highest leaf of the right branch, directly under the scroll, is imper- 
fect and on some specimens a mere outline. The leaf directly under this is 
well formed and has a complete stem. There are six berries on the left branch 
of the wreath. The second berry from the bottom of this branch is stemless 
on all subsequent varieties, and diminishes in size and form until it finally 
appears to be a flaw in the die, in the nature of a bulge on the side of a leaf 
stem. Slight rim defects have been noted at the top of this obverse. The 
right arrow tip is nearer to its border than the left tip, and there is a micro- 
scopic die crack from the right tip to the border. Without aid of a powerful 
glass these arrow tips appear to be equidistant from the border. The arrow 
tip positions of this obverse is unique, as on all other obverses of two cent 
pieces the left arrow tip is nearest the border. R-4; bright unc., very rare; 
proof rarest of entire series. 

Reverse A. NC C NL NL. Letters A, E, and S in STATES, OF, and 
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letter R in AMERICA show retooling. There is a faint die crack starting at 
the right base of the first T in STATES running through the bases of ATES 
OF AMERICA. On some specimens this crack continues through the right 
wreath stem, ends of ribbon, and terminates at the left wreath stem. Cracks 
also join left wreath stem with wreath, and left wreath stem with U in 
UNITED. Another crack runs through the bases of ITE in UNITED. See 
Nos. 5 and 16. 

No. 2 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is midway between 
8 and 6. The bases of 1 and 4 are equidistant from border. Figure 6 is 
slightly nearer to ball than 8. A die crack extends from point of figure 1 
into field to left of date. Another crack extends from the right arrow shaft, 
near its tip, through the scroll to the border. Another connects left top of 
scroll with leaf below. Large motto. 

Reverse B. VNC C NC NL. All of the letters of UNITED show retool- 
ing. See No. 12. 

No. 3 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is slightly left 
of 6. The base of 4 is nearer to border than base of 1. Figures 8 and 6 are 
equidistant from ball. A heavy die crack extends from the middle leaf, of the 
three lowest leaves of the left branch, through the end of the left arrow 
shaft to the border at left of date. Later this die loses a segment between 
this crack and the border obliterating border denticles. R-2. 

Reverse C. NL C NC NL. See No. 17. 

No. 4 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
side of 6. Bases of 1 and 4 are equidistant from border. Figure 6 is nearer 
ball than 8. Date similar to No. 2. There is a faint die crack from end of 
right arrow shaft to border below. This reverse comes Vs turn to right. 
See No. 12. 

Reverse D. L C NC NL. An irregular crack connects the tops of ED 
STATES OF and extends to the border at left of A in AMERICA. 

No. 5 

The date is slightly nearer border than ball. The center of ball is over 
the left side of 6. Base of 1 nearer border than 4. Wide spacing in date. 
No die cracks noted. 

Reverse A. NC C NL NL. A die crack connects the bases of ITED and 
continues to border to left of first S in STATES. Another crack connects 
the bases of ATES and extends into the field to near the base of O. See 
Nos. 1 and 16. 

No. 6 

Plain Border 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
side of 6. The figure 6 is rather near ball and 4 is very high. Base of 1 
nearer border than 4. This variety has plain borders on both obverse and 
reverse. 

Reverse E. VNC NC NC NL. The legend is near to wreath. No denticles 
show in border. 

No. 7 

Inverted Reverse 

The date is nearer border than ball. The center of ball is over the left 
side of six. The base of 4 is near to border than 1. A rim bulge occurs at 
right, opposite fifth outside leaf, from bottom, of the right branch of the 
wreath. A faint crack extends downward from the point of the fourth out- 
side leaf of the right branch, and another from the lowest outside leaf of 
the right branch through arrow shaft to the border right of date. R-1. 

Reverse F. C NL NC NL. Reverse comes inverted with this obverse. A 
heavy die crack extends from the left stem to the border. Letters NITE in 
UNITED, both Ts in STATES and R in AMERICA show retooling. Letter 
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E in CENTS is imperfect. Both ribbon ends show retooling. A faint crack 
runs through the bases of ERICA. 


No. 8 
High Date 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
side of 6. The base of 1 is nearer to border than 4. The figures of date are 
closely spaced and very high. Figure 6 is very near the ball. On some speci- 
mens a slight rim bulge occurs above letter G in GOD. R-1. 

Reverse G. C C NC NC. This is the only reverse of 1864 so far noted, 
that the 3rd outside blade point of the right branch falls at the position 
NC of letter C. A faint crack extends from the right side of the final S 
in STATES through OF. Another crack extends from the right top of M in 
AMERICA downward through ERI thence upward through C to border above A. 

No. 9 

The date is equidistant from ball and border. The center of ball is 
over the left side of 6. The base of 4 is nearer to border than 1. Figures 
in date are closely spaced and 6 and 4 show recutting. R-undetermined. 

Reverse H. C NL NL NL. The letter D in UNITED is imperfect, having 
its top serif missing. Letters ATES OF show retooling. This reverse die has 
at some time come in contact with an obverse die, as a portion of obverse 
die is incuse below CENTS. See Nos. 18 and 19. 

No. 10 

Inverted Reverse 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
side of 6. Base of 1 is nearer to border than 4. The date is rather high and 
closely spaced. This obverse is coupled with an inverted reverse. R-2. 

Reverse I. VNC C NC PL. This is the only reverse die of 1864, so far 
noted, where the third outside blade point of the right branch falls at the 
position PL of letter C. Its position is SR of letter I. No die breaks noted. 

No. 11 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the 
left side of 6. The base of 1 is nearer to border than 4. Date closely spaced. 
The figure 6 is distant from ball. R-2. 

Reverse J. PL C C C. This is the only reverse die of 1864, so far noted, 
in which the third outside blade point of the right branch falls at the CENTER 
position of letter C. A die crack extends from the border at left of U through 
tops of UNITE. Another crack connects the bases of ED with the first S in 
STATES, while yet another appears at the tops of AM. A small bulge or 
dot appears on the left outer side of O. 

No. 12 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
side of 6. Figures 1 and 4 are equidistant from ball and border. The date is 
widely spaced. Figures 6 and 4 recut at their tops. The border is missing on 
the lower ^/4 of the right side. This die is same as No. 4 in every respect except 
for missing border, and tops of 6 and 4 being recut (Don’t confuse with No. 9). 
R-undetermined. 

Reverse B. VNC C NC NL. A crack now appears from the border through 
tops of OF. Another from right top of E to border and another through 
centers of RIC. See No. 2. 

No. 13 

The date is nearer border than ball. The center of ball is over the left 
of 6, between its inner and outer curves. The base of 1 is nearer to border 
than 4. The right rim and part of border shows crumbling of die. 

Reverse K. NL C C NL. The point of the 7th blade of the left branch 
falls under the left stand of T. The die shows crumbling at right rim and 
border, and shows signs of rust. 

No. 14 

The date is nearer border than ball. The center of ball is over the left 
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of 6, between its inner and outer curves. The base of 1 is nearer to border 
than 4. A faint die crack may be seen connecting the left arrow shaft with 
the left base of figure 1. 

Reverse L. C C NL NL. This dies comes cracked in many positions. 
Letters UN in UNITED joined at top by a die crack. Another crack runs 
from the base of D to the top of the first S in STATES. Another extends 
from the top of ES to the base of OF. Another extends along the tops of the 
letters in AMERICA to the border at right of the final A, thence to the right 
stem of wreath. A final crack extends from the left stem to join the crack, 
first mentioned, crossing the tops of UN. See No. 15. 

No. 15 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
of 6, between its inner and outer curve. The base of 1 is nearer border than 
4. The date is widely spaced. A crack extends downward from the lowest 
outside leaf of the left branch of wreath to the border under the left arrow 
shaft. The right arrow tip points to a pinpoint dot in the field between the 
arrow tip and border. This dot is in the center of a light crack extending 
from scroll to border. 

Reverse L. C C NL NL. Letters D STATE OF AMERICA show retooling. 
This Rev. same as No. 14, but cracked differently. There is a short crack at 
top of U. Another runs from U through N, just above its middle, to the upper 
part of I. Letters ITE connected by a crack at their tops, and ED at base. 
Another extends upward from D to border at left of S. Another crack runs 
through the bases of STA thence upward through T to border above left side 
of E. Both wreath stems are connected with border by cracks. See No. 14. 

No. 16 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
of 6, between its inner and outer curves. The base of 1 nearer to border than 
4. The date is closely spaced. A die crack extends from the bottom feather 
of the left arrow shaft through figures 186, while another crack connects 6 
and 4. Another faint crack extends from the right arrow shaft to border 
below. 

Reverse A. NC C NL NL. Letters U in UNITED, CA in AMERICA and 
CENTS are weakly struck. The tops of ITED show retooling. The point of 
the 7th outside blade of the left branch of wreath falls under the left upright 
of T. See Nos. 1 and 5. 

No. 17 

The date is nearer ball than border. The center of ball is over the left 
of 6, between its inner and outer curves. The base of 1 is nearer border than 
4. TTie date is closely spaced and high with 6 being rather close to ball. The 
border is almost plain with only the points of a few denticles showing. The 
reverse coupled with this obverse comes Vs turn to the left. 

Reverse C. NL C NC NL. Letter D in UNITED is imperfect, having its 
top serif missing. The border is almost plain. This reverse seems to be same 
as reverse of No. 3 with minor differences in the state of dies. See No. 3. 

No. 18 

The date is nearer border than ball. The center of ball is slightly left of 
the center of 6. Bases of 1 and 4 are equidistant from border. The date is closely 
spaced, and figure 1 is imperfect above base on each side of its upright. R-1.

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MORITZ FURST, DIE-SINKER AND ARTIST

Moritz Furst, die-sinker and engraver of most of the medals Con- 
gress voted for our heroes of the War of 1812, was a disappointed man 
when William Dunlap, chronicler of our early American artists, inter- 
viewed him by letter in New York in 1833. ^ In his History of the Arts 
of Design in the United States published in 1834, Dunlap says: “Mr. 
Furst has again resided in New York for the past four years, but I fear 
his emoluments from his profession have not been equal to his skill or 
deserts.” Dunlap also says: “I have heard from others that Mr. Furst 
has experienced injustice. 

Moritz Furst, Dunlap tells us, was born at Bosing near the city of 
Pressburg, Hungary, (now Bratislava, Czechoslovakia) in the month of 
March, 1782. His principal instructor in the art of die-sinking for 
coins and medallions was Mr. Wurt, die-sinker in the mint of Vienna. 
He had a second instructor in Mr. Megole who had studied at Vienna 
and was afterwards superintendent of the mint of Lombardy. 

Furst expected to succeed Robert Scot as official Engraver of the 
United States Mint when he embarked on the Brig “Neptune” for New 
York at the end of September, 1807. In a curious little pamphlet once 
in the library of Edward Everett and discovered in a Boston book shop 
by Daniel Parish, Jr., Furst tells in letters to the Committee on Claims 
and a member of Congress the story of his hopes and his disappointment. 
This pamphlet was reprinted verbatim in the American Journal of 
Numismatics,^ 

Furst says Francis Wittenberg, his agent in Italy, was requested 
by Thomas Appleton, Esq., Consul for the United States at Leghorn, 
Italy, to introduce Furst to him. Furst had already engraved Appleton’s 
Consulate Seal through Wittenberg’s agency and another private seal 
with a figure on it as well, when Wittenberg took Furst to the Consul’s 
office and introduced him to Appleton. The Consul showed him a gold 
coin (possibly a U. S. gold coin?) and requested Furst’s opinion as to 
its execution and both Furst and the Consul “found it to be badly done.” 

“In the meantime,” Furst writes, in his rather odd English, “the 
Consul, Mr. Appleton, represented to me that he was authorized by his 
government to engage an Artist, as a Die Sinker or Engraver for the 
United States Mint, and said that in case I should be willing to enter 
into such an engagement, and to go to the United States, I should get a 
fixed salary of $2,000 per annum, from the Mint, besides extra work 
from the Government of the United States; so to make my fortune in 
a short time, after some consideration I accepted his offer, and engaged 
with him accordingly, in the presence of Mr. Wittenberg.” 

So Furst left his increasing business in Europe to sail with Witten- 
berg on the “Neptune” for America “where the Gold grows on trees”

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as Furst jokingly had said. Wittenberg paid $40.00 for his passage but, 
mysteriously, Furst was never asked to pay for his trip, which accom- 
modation Furst assumed was because of his supposedly official capacity. 

Appleton apparently gave Furst letters of introduction to Jefferson, 
then President, and to the Honorable Gordon S. Mumford, member of 
Congress from New York. Mumford gave Furst a letter to the Honorable 
Joseph Clay, then member of Congress and cashier of the Farmer’s and 
Mechanic’s Bank at Philadelphia. Clay introduced Furst to the Director 
of the Mint, Mr. Robert Patterson, to Mr. Henry Vogt, Chief Coiner, 
and to the Assistant Engraver, Mr. John Reich. 

“When I arrived in the United States,” Furst says, “there was 
not another artist in my line except the Assistant Engraver in the Mint 
that could do any decent work and he lost his eyesight some years past.” 
John Reich of Germany, urged to come to America by Henry Vogt, the 
Chief Coiner of the U. S. Mint, had had serious intentions of returning 
to Germany just before being engaged in March, 1807, by Robert 
Patterson as Assistant Engraver at a salary of only $600. The very 
musical and artistic Reich engraved the dies of the Indian Peace Medals 
of Thomas Jefferson and James Madison and the medals for Preble and 
Hull.^ In private business he made medals of Washington for Joseph 
Sansom of Philadelphia and one for the Washington Benevolent Society 
of New York.^ He resigned as Assistant Engraver on March 31, 1817, 
probably because of his failing eyesight. 

Furst, meanwhile, engaged in general business in Philadelphia and 
advertised in 1808 as an engraver of seals and die-sinker on steel and 
other metals and asked for the patronage of the citizens of Philadelphia. 
He was in business as an engraver on steel in Philadelphia as late as 
September 1820.® He began the many Naval and Army medals awarded 
by Congress to the heroes of the War of 1812. In 1817 he made the 
obverse of the Indian Peace Medal of President James Monroe and in 
1825 the Indian Peace Medal of John Quincy Adams, but Furst was never 
on the official pay roll of the United States Mint.'^ 

On the 29th of January 1824, the genial William Kneass, of German 
descent, popular engraver of Philadelphia, at whose studio on 4th Street 
near Chestnut, the artists, wits, and literary characters of the Beef Steak 
Club were wont to gather, received the coveted appointment and salary 
of $2,000 per year and became the second Chief Engraver of the United 
States Mint.® Patterson Dubois says: “A good engraving of him 
(Kneass) hangs in the Assayer’s Office inscribed ‘to his friend Adam 
Eckfeldt, Chief Coiner,’ who had been chiefly instrumental in securing 
his appointment.”® 

The sober, hard-working Furst was severely disappointed. He claimed

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in a letter to a member of Congress, printed in the before-mentioned 
pamphlet, that Appleton had definitely engaged him as Engraver and 
that the U. S. Government owed him eighteen years salary. He had not 
made his claims earlier because he was a “stranger to the language, laws, 
customs and manners of this country and its people.”!^ 

Kneass, however, was the Chief Engraver and Furst’s claims were 
apparently not regarded. Nevertheless Furst was called upon to execute 
the obverse dies of two more of the Presidential series of Indian Peace 
medals, those of Andrew Jackson in 1829 and Martin Van Buren in 1837, 
and in 1835 the Army medal voted by Congress for Colonel George 
Croghan for Sandusky. 

With daguerrotypes first generally used in 1839, the making of 
likenesses was no longer a mysterious divine gift but a mechanical 
process. In a letter to the Hon. J. C. Spencer, Secretary of War, dated 
November 2, 1841, Dr. Patterson, Director of the U. S. Mint, announced 
the adoption of a new method of cutting the obverse dies of the Presi- 
dential medals, dispensing entirely with the service of a die-sinker.^^ 
Patterson explained that the likeness was to be modeled by the artist in 
clay on a table four inches in diameter. A plaster cast was to be made 
from the model for a casting in iron. The iron casting was to be placed 
in an instrument called a portrait lathe. Reduced facsimilies of the 
model were to be turned by the lathe, thus preparing the dies needed. 
Preparation of the dies for the Indian Peace Medal of Van Buren cost 
$1160. Franklin Peale estimated the new method would cost $800. 
Chapman of New York prepared the model for the obverse of the medal 
for Major General Zachary Taylor for Palo Alto, probably from a 
daguerrotype of his profile as suggested by Patterson in his letter of 
December 12, 1846, to William L. Maury, Secretary of War .12 The age 
of mechanization had begun and portrait artists were no longer desper- 
ately needed. 

In Patterson’s letter of November 2, 1841 to Spencer he mentions 
that “Reich is dead and Furst in Europe.’’ So Furst seems to have 
returned to the Old World, his hope of quick wealth in the New forever 
extinguished. 

Furst’s talents as a portrait artist were somewhat limited. In the 
April 1879 London Portfolio, edited by P. Gilbert Hamerton, in a review 
of Loubat’s magnificent work. The Medallic History of the United States 
of America, 1776-1876, Furst’s medallions are criticized: “It is impossible 
to repress a smile at the angle made by the nose of John Quincy Adams 
with his forehead ; whilst Andrew Jackson appears to be suddenly 'taken 
aback’ at something, and his hairs do stand on end, like quills upon the 
fretful porcupine.’’ Furst was a painstaking, hard-working, conscientious 
artist, and, rather than fiatter and prettify in the French manner, he 
rendered Adams’ nose uncompromisingly as it was, and Jackson’s hair 
stiff and upspringing as in nature. 

John Adams, Junior, was particularly unhappy about his father’s 
nose but Furst had studied President Adams’ profile carefully at the 
theater and he was not certain that even if the President should pose

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three or four times for each size of the die, of which there were three, 
that he could make a likeness more satisfactory to the Adams family.^^ 
James Monroe, however, considered Furst’s performances in engraving 
and in the execution of medals very satisfactory and was impressed with 
him as an artist.^^ 

However, the popular portrait painter of Philadelphia, Thomas 
Sully, was employed to prepare portrait sketches of many of the naval 
and military heroes of 1812 from which Furst prepared his dies. Sully 
first drew a small pencil sketch and then painted a life-size profile por- 
trait in sepia or olive-gray, emphasizing the modeling of the face.^^ 
Listed in The Life and Works of Thomas Sully . . are such working 
portraits by Sully of Captains Jacob Jones, Stephen Decatur, and Charles 
Stewart, Major-Generals Winfield Scott, Edward Pendleton Gaines, Peter 
B. Porter, Jacob Brown, Alexander Macomb, Andrew Jackson, and Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison, Brigadier-Generals James Miller and James Ripley, 
and Governor Isaac Shelby of Kentucky. Also listed are portraits of 
Commodore Thomas Macdonough (No. 1172) and Captain James Biddle 
(No. 133) from which Furst might have worked. 

Furst was careful of detail and had respect for the metal in which 
he worked. His Andrew Jackson has a forthright quality that suits the 
rugged commander of troops with no softening of the features to flatter. 
The profiles of Furst’s medals are clean-cut with a somewhat naive 
definition of the planes of the face. The reverses are minute in detail 
and well handled. (The designs of the battles on land or sea by Furst 
may have been made from the many contemporary engravings and prints 
while the ideal reverses may have been designed by Sully or other artists 
or by Furst himself.) 

When Furst turned to the portrait of a man he knew well, namely 
Adam Eckfeldt, Chief Coiner of the U. S. Mint, in a medal dated 1839, 
he made a strong portrait of a fine and kindly man, one that is truly 
alive. Frank H. Stewart in his First United States Mint^'^ tells the story 
of this medal, how it was subscribed to the amount of $180 by officers of 
the mint, one medal struck in gold and still owned by the family, copies 
in bronze for Eckfeldt’s associates, and two in silver for the President 
of the United States and the Secretary of the Treasury. Patterson pre- 
sented a bronze copy to Mr. Stewart. In his book, printed in 1924, 
Stewart says: ‘‘A few years ago a Spanish War veteran found near the 
Presidio at San Francisco one of the bronze copies of the Adam Eckfeldt 
medal and gave it to A. B. Tolman, Esq., of Lynn, Mass.” 

Furst’s medal of Dr. David Hosack is still made by the United States 
Mint. Another famous New Yorker immortalized in a medal by Furst 
is Governor De Witt Clinton. This medal was made in 1812 for the

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dedication of New York City HalL^® The Catalogue of the Bushnell sale 
of American coins and medals held in 1882 tells us that only four of 
these medals were known at that time.^® 

Another medal by Furst is one dated 1808 of Dr. Benjamin Rush, 
prominent physician of Philadelphia, one of the signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, and Treasurer of the U. S. Mint for fourteen 
years.20 Furst also engraved an American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
medal featuring the bust of Benjamin Count Rumford, awarded for dis- 
coveries in light and heat.^i The Bushnell Catalogue lists a 41 m. white 
metal medal of James Madison by Furst, the reverse an eagle holding 
a wreath with inscription .22 

An excessively rare medal in this sale is described as of “General 
Alexander Hamilton, aid to Washington and first Treasurer of U. S., 
portrait bust to right. General Alexander Hamilton Sec. Treasury Unit 
Sta. Furst fee. Rev. View of Girard Bank 3rd St. Phila. ‘To Public 
credit’ 1795.” This 31 m. medal sold for $29 in the McCoy sale and for 
only $5.25 in the Bushnell sale.^^ 

Forrer mentions also that Furst made a small medal on Capt. 
Perry’s success on Lake Erie, 10 Sept. 1813, and a coronation medal of 
Queen Victoria, 1838, signed F. F.^^ Dunlap tells us that under his direc- 
tion Furst executed some work for the swords presented by the State 
of New York to military and naval officers of the War of 1812. If 
Dunlap is right, Furst may have worked on the swords presented by the 
State to Generals Scott, Gaines, Brown and Macomb and possibly on the 
New York City sword presented to Captain Jacob Jones.^^ 

“It is my sincere wish to please the Government & to give satis- 
faction as far as my little talents reaches in my art” wrote Moritz Furst 
to Col. Thomas L. McKenney, chief inspector of Indian affairs in a 
letter dated September 23, 1825.-^* Although Furst was not a great 
artist and he left the United States a disappointed man, his work is an 
important and ever-living part of American history.

LIBERTY CAP 

The liberty cap takes its origin from the ancient Phrygian cap, which may 
be seen in all the representations of the Trojans in Flaxman’s illustrations to 
Homer. In ancient Greece and Rome slaves were not allowed to have the head 
covered, and part of the ceremony of freeing a slave was placing a cap on his 
head, which thus became the symbol of liberty and was so regarded during the 
Roman republic. When Saturninus possessed himself of the capitol (B.C. 263) 
he used a cap on a pole as a token of liberty to all slaves to take arms against 
Sylla. After the death of Caesar the conspirators marched out in a body with 
a cap borne before them on a spear. A medal with this device was struck on 
the occasion, and is still in existence. 

In France the “liberty cap,” or “bonnet rouge,” was introduced by the 
Girondists during the Revolution, and it owed its favorable reception prin- 
cipally to an article by Brissot in the Patriote Francais for February 6, 1792, 
in which he declared that the “mournful uniform of hats” had been introduced 
“by priests and despots,” and proved from history that all great nations — the 
Greeks, the Romans, the Gauls — had held the cap in peculiar honor, and that 
in modern times Voltaire and Rousseau had worn it as a symbol of freedom. 
The red color was expressly recommended “as the most cheerful.” It is also 
said that the “bonnet rouge” was habitually worn by the galley slaves, and 
was adopted as the symbol of freedom after the release from the galleys of 
the Swiss regiments of Chateau-Vieux. Before the Revolution red had been 
regarded in France as the color of despotism and oppression, and had acquired 
a bad reputation among patriots through “the red book” and the red flag as 
the symbol of martial law. But after Brissot’s letter the red cap became the 
symbol of the Girondists. On March 14 it appeared for the first time in the 
Jacobin Club. Five days later it was expelled therefrom through the influence 
of Petion and Robespierre. Nevertheless, the Girondists continued to uphold 
it, till the insurrection of June 20 made it the emblem of the victory of 
republicanism over monarchy.

Obituary 

ARTHUR O. HEDMARK, A.N.A. NO. 11388 

Arthur O. Hedmark, born December 1, 1891, in Winnepeg, Canada, died 
April 14, 1954, in Centralia, Washington. When a small boy, Mr. Hedmark 
moved with his family to Montana where he lived off and on for many 
years. His profession, painting and decorating, led him to several inter- 
esting occupations including theater manager and advance man for a circus. 
During his travels, he began collecting coins and interesting others in his 
hobby, although he did not join the American Numismatic Association 
until 1945. 

Shortly after moving to Centralia, Mr. Hedmark organized the Ever- 
green Coin Club for southwest Washington and was its first president. 
Besides his membership in the A.N.A. and the Evergreen Coin Club, he 
belonged to the Seattle Coin Club, Oregon Numismatic Society, and the 
Pacific Northwest Numismatic Association. 

Many coin collectors in Oregon and Washington took up the hobby of 
numismatics because of Mr. Hedmark’s influence. He will be greatly 
missed. He leaves, besides his wife, Maudie, two sisters and several nieces 
and nephews.

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SMITHSONIAN COIN COLLECTION STARTED IN 1793

Washington, April 28 — With Na- 
tional Coin Week in progress, Stuart 
Mosher, editor of The Numismatist 
and curator of the Smithsonian 
Institution’s coins, announces that 
this collection now consists of more 
than 61,000 specimens. It contains 
coins and medals of all periods and 
metals. 

The collection had its start in 1793 
at the United States mint in Phila- 
delphia. Each year the chief coiner 
would set aside a specimen of each 
type and date of coin minted. This 
mint collection was transferred to 
the Smithsonian after the first 
World War. 

To this collection have been added 
coins of foreign countries of all 
periods in various metals from iron 
to gold and platinum. In addition, 
valuable coin collections have been 
presented to the institution by pri- 
vate collectors. 

Beginning with Ptolemy I of 
Egypt, 323-285 B. C., the first man 
to place his portrait on a coin, nearly 
every famous person in history will 
be found portrayed on coins and 
medals in the Smithsonian collection. 
This adds greatly to the historical 
value of the collection because, in 
many instances, such portraits are 
not to be found in any other medium 
of art, Mosher observes. 

Of special interest, says Mosher, 
is the long series of Roman portrait 
coins which begins with Julius 
Caesar and continues about 500 
years. Although the Romans never 
surpassed the Greeks in art, they 
did excel in portraiture and their 
rulers are depicted in realistic 
fashion. 

There are many coin denomina- 
tions closely interwoven with his- 
tory and literature. 

Among the ancient coins will be 
found the widow’s mite and the 
tribute penny mentioned in the 
Bible. The Venetian ducat, the fiorin 
of Florence and the Spanish doub- 


loon, which for centuries ruled the 
money marts of the world, are on 
view, as are other denominations of 
lasting fame. 

Of unusual interest in the United 
States series are the denominations 
that once circulated, but which for 
some reason or other proved to be 
neither necessary nor popular. These 
include the half cent, the two, three, 
and 20-cent pieces, and the trade 
dollar — all orphans of our national 
coinage. 

Perhaps the question most fre- 
quently asked regarding tj:ie collec- 
tion is what it is worth. This cannot 
be answered, Mosher says, because 
the collection contains many unique 
pieces which have never been 
offered on the coin market. 

Hence there is no basis by which 
to estimate their value. Whatever 
monetary value might be placed on 
the collection would be small in 
comparison with its artistic and his- 
torical worth, he says. 

The earliest coins represented are 
the staters of Lydia, in Asia Minor, 
which were coined about 700 B. C. 
These crude little globular-shaped 
pieces were made from a natural 
alloy containing 75 per cent gold 
and 25 per cent silver. These are the 
first coins '‘invented” by man. 
Examples of the first silver coins, 
silver staters from the island of 
Aegina, are also in the collection, 
and these date from about 600 B. C. 

One section of the United States 
portion of the collection is devoted 
to the pattern or experimental pieces 
which were made at the mint as 
early as 1792 and continued up until 
fairly recent years. 

Many of these designs were never 
adopted, but they served a useful 
purpose in helping American design- 
ers arrive at a design which would 
be attractive as well as resistant to 
wear. 

The collection of Lincoln medals 
and tokens which is on display in 
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the coin room was formed by the 
late Robert Hewitt of New York. It 
comprises 1,300 pieces and is the 
largest of its kind in existence. 

The exhibit of paper money is 
divided into seven periods, the first 
of which is devoted to the notes 
issued by the 13 colonies prior to the 
revolution. This is followed by the 


issues authorized by the Continental 
Congress from 1775 to 1779. 

The latest acquisition is a com- 
plete set in duplicate of all United 
States current paper money from 
the $1 to $10,000 bill. These were 
especially prepared by the United 
States bureau of engraving and 
printing.

The California State Numismatic 
Association convention at San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., April 22-25, was one of 
the most successful in the history 
of the group. The attendance was 
high. Art Kagin of Hollinbeck, Ben 
Stack of Imperial Coin Co., and 
Norman Schultz of Salt Lake City 
were among out of state visitors. 
Dr. J. Hewitt Judd, President of the 
A.N.A., was guest of honor. 

Earl Parker and Leo A. Young, 
handling the auction, report many 
new all-time records on coin sales 
and prices. A total of 2,373 lots were 
offered; 767 mail bidders partici- 
pated and 117 floor bidders. Follow- 
ing are some of the prices which 
obtained:

EARLY COINS OF THE LOW COUNTRIES 

The Low Countries, numismatically considered, fall at different periods 
under four successive systems of divisional or other treatment: namely, 1, the 
ancient feudal States; 2, the United Provinces; 3, the Kingdom of Holland; 4, 
the Kingdom of The Netherlands. For our immediate object the first period is 
immeasurably the most important, and the two monarchial eras the least so. 
Such space as it is in our power to allot will therefore be chiefly occupied by a 
sketch, sufficient, it is to be hoped, to guide our readers, of the long and exten- 
sive series of virtually autonomous coinage with and without the imperial titles, 
struck between the eighth and sixteenth centuries by the Counts and Dukes of 
Gueldres; the Counts of Holland and West Friesland; the Bishops of Utrecht, 
Daventer, and Liege; the Counts of Flanders, Hainault, and Namur; the Dukes 
of Luxemburg, and a host of subsidiary personages; no less than by such 
towns as Nimmhegen, Daventer, Campen, Zwolle, Maestricht, Ghent, Antwerp, 
Tournay, and Bois-le-Duc.

Below I have listed four uncertain countermarked coins. Rubbings have 
been made and then partially inked over. I should be very interested if any 
light can be thrown on them. The last piece “A” and crown may be local for 
the amusement of a tradesman. 



One is an 1826 George IV p6nny having a rectangular sinking with ser- 
rated edge C. M. 



Another is a two-real piece of Spain or Mexico with an oval sinking, dots 
and letters A. R. or A. A. 



The third is a George III sixpence of 1817 with a small sinking in which 
is a small key. This was perhaps used for troops garrisoning Gibraltar. 
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The last one is a Victoria penny of 1862 bearing an incused punch mark 
“A” and a crown, repeated twice on the reverse.

EARLY PORTUGUESE COINS COPIED AFTER ARABIAN 

The earliest Portuguese money with which we are acquainted was mod- 
elled on that of the Moors or on the types of Castile and Leon and of Barce- 
lona, which had been originally and by turn the common mediums of exchange; 
and the first gold issues, which were almost coexistent with the monarchy, are 
described as Alfonsine marabotins and solidi or maravedi di ouro, or, in other 
words, were modifications adapted to altered circumstances of Arabic dinars of 
the latest fabric actually current at the time. The geographical distinction 
between Spain and Portugal is not broadly marked: the latter at the outset 
was little more than a fief of Castile, which Philip II might have deemed him- 
self entitled to resume; and the Portuguese territory is to be viewed as the last 
peninsular rallying point of the Mohammedan political and financial systems.

P. R. Reach is listed in the 1847 
directory as a manufacturer of min- 
eral water with a Wine Street address. 
It was from this location that he sold 
his mineral waters. However, he like- 
wise had a store on Baltimore Street 
from which he dispensed sodas, which 
were just becoming popular. Wine 
Street is an alley south of Baltimore, 
east of Charles, running one block, 
and all the stores now located in the 
100 block East Baltimore Street run 
through to Wine. 

This piece is extremely well exe- 
cuted and your attention is called to 
the superb workmanship in the cut- 
ting of the wreath on the obverse 
and the unusual details of the talons 
on the reverse.

Duffield attributes this piece to 
Baltimore because John D. Hardy, 
auctioneer and secretary of the Balti- 
more Butchers' Hide and Tallow As- 
sociation, is listed in the directory 
from 1853 to 1877. At the time of 
issuance of this piece Mr. Hardy was 
a member of the firm of F. W. Ben- 
nett & Co., 28 S. Charles Street. The 
inscription “Crier” on the piece seems 
to relate the piece with John D. 
Hardy. 

While Duffield states that “nothing 
has been learned regarding the in- 
scription on the reverse,” the writers 
feel that this has something to do 
with race horses.

Wright lists the smaller piece while 
he had no doubt never seen the larger 
one. Moore & Brady may have used 
the larger size for one measurement 
of shuckers’ output and the smaller 
for another quantity which may ac- 
count for their failure to counter- 
stamp either the reverse of the above 
piece or the obverse of the larger. 
They probably found it simpler to 
have struck the two sizes rather than 
resorting to counterstamping which 
could be counterfeited.

Coins Stolen in Chicago 

National Coin Week ended in mis- 
fortune for William Higginbotham, 
one of Chicago Coin Club’s most 
active members. When he and his 
wife returned home from a movie, 
they discovered their home had been 
burglarized and about $1,000 worth 
of coins taken. Some of the stolen 
pieces included the 100 corona Hun- 
garian gold piece of 1900, abt. unc.; 
5 pengo St. Stephen’s commemorative 
of Hungary, 1938, choice proof; the 
400th meeting medal of the Chicago 
Coin Club, 1944; four Mexican peso 
pieces, counterstamped by the Chicago 
Coin Club; French ecu 1765 Louis 
XVI xf; series of Mexican 20th Cen- 
tury crowns, abt. unc.; several rolls 
of Indian cents, and Liberty Head 
nickels, circ.; many freaks; U. S. coins, 
10 to $1, many dates and mint marks.

Henry Lee Duplicates Sold 

The cry of the auctioneer was 
heard in the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Springfield, Mass., during a 2% hour 
sale held there in March, the Spring- 
field Daily News reports. Duplicates 
from the Henry S. Lee collection, ad- 
ministered by the Springfield Coin 
Club and housed in the Museum, were 
sold to provide funds to purchase 
items missing in the Lee collection. 
George A. Mallis, club vice president, 
was auctioneer. About 175 people at- 
tended and prices were good. 

Mr. Lee, who died in 1907, had 
nearly complete sets of United States 
coins from cents to dollars, in choice 
and proof condition. The Springfield 
club has been using money from dues 
in an attempt to complete the series 
after 1907 but some scarce coins are 
still missing. 

Commemorative Franklin Medals 

A Senate bill (S.3400) has been in- 
troduced by Senators Duff and Martin 
of Pennsylvania to authorize the 
striking of medals to commemorate 
the 250th anniversary of Benjamin 
Franklin’s birth, which will occur in 
1956. The proposal calls for 19 gold 


medals to be presented to the scien- 
tific and educational societies of which 
Franklin was a member, such as the 
American Philosophical Society, Royal 
Society of Arts (England), LTnstitute 
de France, etc. 

Preparing New Token Plates

Chase Museum’s Twenty-fifth 
The Museum of Moneys of the 
World in the Chase National Bank, 
New York City, celebrated its silver 
anniversary May 15th. Founded with 
the Farran Zerbe collection in 1929, 
the display has been viewed by count- 
less noncollectors and collectors alike. 
Mr. Zerbe was curator until 1939, 
when he was succeeded by Vernon 
Brown who has so ably carried out 
the intent of the exhibit. The mu- 
seum is known throughout the world. 

Mexican Par Value 
The International Monetary Fund 
announced on April 17 that the gov- 
ernment of Mexico had proposed and 
the Fund had concurred in a change 
in the par value of the Mexican peso. 
The new rate is 12.50 pesos per United 
States dollar. It replaces the previous 
par value of 8.65 pesos per U. S. dollar. 

In terms of gold and in terms of the 
U. S. dollar of the weight and fineness 
in effect on July 1, 1944, the new 
parities are 0.0710937 grams of fine 
gold per peso; 437.5 pesos per troy 
ounce of fine gold; 12.5 pesos per U. S. 
dollar; 8 U. S. cents per peso. 

The Fund has also concluded a 
stand-by agreement under which the 
government of Mexico may purchase 
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up to US$50 million from the Fund 
with Mexican pesos at any time dur- 
ing the next six months. The avail- 
ability of a credit from the Fund will 
serve as a second line of reserve to 
strengthen Mexico’s position during 
the period of adjustment to the new 
par value. 

Another Junior Club 
The Royal Oak, Mich., public li- 
brary, with the assistance of the 
Royal Oak Coin Club, is sponsoring a 
junior coin club. Although organiza- 
tional plans are being made, both the 
date of the first meeting and the age 
limits of members are yet to be de- 
termined. Advisor to the future col- 
lectors is Clyde Gravlin, president of 
the senior group. 

Hoffecker Collection to Block 
Former A.N.A. President L. W. 
Hoffecker, El Paso, Texas, has an- 
nounced that all of his coins, gold, 
silver and copper. United States, 
pioneer and foreign, will go on the 
auction block in the near future. B. 
Max Mehl, Fort Worth, Texas, is con- 
ducting the sale and will send a copy 
of the catalog to interested collectors 
as soon as it is published. 

Green’s Price List Is Out 
Bargain List No. 47 has recently 
been released by R. Green, 180 W. 
Washington St., Chicago 2, 111. at 250. 
United States gold, silver, and copper 
is offered, as well as many pieces of 
foreign gold, some from the Farouk 
collection. Obsolete banknotes, along 
with national currency, gold bank- 
notes, federal reserve notes, legal 
tender and silver certificates and 
Swedish plate money are also for sale. 

200th Anniversary ‘^Dollar” 

The “Cradle of the Union” Celebra- 
tion will take place in Albany, N. Y. 
on June 23 and 24, 1954. This event 
will mark the 200th anniversary of 
the Congress of 1754. It was at this 
meeting that Benjamin Franklin 
urged the original 13 colonies to unite. 
The present U. S. Congress passed a 
resolution introduced by Representa- 
tive Leo O’Brien of Albany, recogniz- 
ing the celebration and giving it 
national significance. 

The Albany Numismatic Association 
has been authorized by the planning 
committee to issue a medal, an his- 
torical memento of this event. This 
so-called “dollar” will have on the 
obverse the segmented snake, de- 


signed by Ben Franklin, which rep- 
resents the colonies, and underneath 
the motto “Join or Die.” The reverse 
depicts a replica of the original Stadt 
Huys in which the congress met.

‘Clorox’ on U. S. Notes? 

Dear Editor: 

I have received several inquiries in 
the last few months concerning the 
Treasury Seal on certain $2 Series 
1928G United States notes. Several of 
these notes are in circulation with 
what appears to be a gold or orange- 
yellow color Treasury Seal, and I 
have seen at least one auction catalog 
listing two of them. I believe the fol- 
lowing information from the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing will inter- 
est other A.N.A. members who may 
also have run across such currency: 

“The correct color for the Treas- 
ury Seal on the $2 United States 
Notes, Series 1928G, is red. Our only 
explanation of a change in the color 
such as you described is that a bleach- 
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ing agent would have been brought 
into contact with the bills. For in- 
stance, a bleach such as ‘Clorox’ will 
change the red to orange or gold. 
Since these bills are very carefully 
examined before being delivered by 
this bureau, it would appear that 
someone has been experimenting with 
the chemical reactions of the ink to 
certain bleaches."

Boston Numismatic Society cele- 
brated its 94th anniversary March 2. 
Telegrams and congratulatory letters 
were received by Pres. Pond from 
many people. 

One of the highlights of the eve- 
ning was a talk by Capt. Oscar H. 
Dodson, U. S. N., of the A.N.A. board 
of governors. 

Capt. Dodson interspersed the more 
serious parts of his subject, “Coin Col- 
lecting in a World of Conflict," with 
amusing stories and anecdotes and 
illustrated his main points with espe- 
cially prepared poster cartoons. He 
described the welcome he received on 
his first visit to the B.N.S. in 1936, 
where he was greeted and taught by 
such eminent Boston numismatists as 
Shepard Pond, Howland Wood and 
Edward Newell. 

Briefly reviewing international 
events from the time of the war of 
1812, when the battle of New Orleans 
was fought two weeks after the sign- 
ing of a Treaty of Peace, to the pres- 
ent, when “the newspapers dump the 
problems of the world into our lap at 
breakfast," Capt. Dodson pointed out 
that, though the threat from behind, 
not the “iron," but the “sponge" cur- 
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tain is very real and though we are 
living in “an indeterminate period of 
tension and uncertainty," the future 
is not all gloomy. First, the western 
and not the eastern culture is the 
“revolutionary way of life" and all 
people long for liberty and democracy 
and finally the development of inter- 
national understanding. 

In this international story, numis- 
matics plays her small part. She not 
only provides us with relaxation in a 
troubled world but also teaches us his- 
tory, the overthrow of empires and 
tyrants and the development of de- 
mocracy, shows us that the problems 
of past civilizations were not so differ- 
ent from our own and, by association, 
leads us to understand and be under- 
stood by our fellow numismatists and 
fellow men from other countries. 
“Let’s use numismatics," concluded 
Capt. Dodson, “to help maintain the 
peace."

Important Paper Money Sale 

Don D’Amato’s intoning of “Lot 
number one” at 12:30 p.m. on April 
24 in the Hotel New Weston opened 
a sale of more than usual importance. 
Perhaps the most highly specialized 
auction New Netherlands Coin Co., 
has ever held, and one of the three 
or four biggest paper money offerings 
outside of the huge Grinnell sale, this 
one was marked by intense but incon- 
sistent fioor activity resulting in many 
all-time records (and a few unbeliev- 
able sleepers). 


The Grant Indian Peace medal with- 
out Grant’s name sold to a fioor bid- 
der for $67.50. Thirty-one lots of Con- 
federate currency went for $96.50 
above printed estimates, at least three 
of them at over double the estimates. 
The 1861 issues sold above, frequently 
more than double, the previous record 
prices established in the same firm’s 
41st sale. Sept. 26, 1953. Particularly 
noteworthy were the Sept., 1861, $10 
with Liberty and eagle, which brought 
$35 and the $50 Train of Cars note, 
$28. 

Thirty-one lots of Southern States 
currency likewise sold over estimate, 
but not as high. This is probably be- 
cause no adequate reference work on 
the series exists. The publication, or 
even the impending publication, of an 
adequate book on any numismatic 
series causes prices to rise. For evi- 
dence one need only mention cents 
and half-cents. 'Twenty-one lots of 
obsolete currency realized $35.50 over 
estimate. 

As the Crosswhite consignment of 
U. S. large size currency was too big to 
admit of detailed reporting here, only 
the highlights are given. Nine De- 
mand Notes aggregate $401, well 
under their catalog valuations. Col- 
lectors still shy away from these notes 
because they hope to find choicer ex- 
amples than the miserable ones gen- 
erally seen. Once they realize that 
top-grade specimens simply do not ex- 
ist, Demand Notes will come into 
their own. 'The choice $1 and $2 of 
1874 broke records at $77.50 and $105; 
the 1875-B $2 went at $80 (on fioor 
bids, as did most of the items named); 
the $2 1890 coin note, Rosecrans-Hus- 
ton, at $70; and Rosecrans-Nebeker 
xf at $65. The two signature combina- 
tions on the 1896 $2 (Science present- 
ing Steam and Electricity to Com- 
merce and Manufacture) realized 
$67.50 and $70, the corresponding fives 
$65 and $21 (vf). 'The two-dollar notes 
tended to bring more than either ones 
or fives in each series; the ancient 
superstitious avoidance (and quick re- 
demption?) of two-dollar bills seems 
to be reflected in their recent popu- 
larity among collectors. 

Of the highly touted 1899 Napier- 
Thompson notes, two $ls brought 
$57.50 and $41; the exceptional $2, 
$80; the Ex. Fine $5, $36. An 1870 
Lazy 'Two from the Moniteau National 
Bank of California, Missouri, fetched 
$95. The poor 1874 $5 from Boyer- 
town (Pa.) National Bank with black 
charter number realized $41. Hun- 
dreds of other notes went well but 
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did not break many records. 

Lot 647, a well-worn specimen of 
three known 1899 $2s with one-dollar 
backs (the other two were in the 
Grinnell Sale and Chase National 
Bank, and came from the same sheet), 
went to a floor bidder for $270. Among 
the freaks, generally speaking, follow- 
ing the double-denomination notes, 
most highly coveted types are those 
lacking overprinting, those with er- 
roneous overprinting, and the various 
inverts, in about that order; mal- 
formed numbers, splits and gutter- 
folds fall behind. At least that is the 
conclusion one may draw from this 
consignment. 

The 1869/8 cent in fine realized $21, 
or a little over an ordinary 1869 in 
unc. A holed Carolina Elephant half- 
penny brought $50; two poor New 
York Excelsiors, $41 and $39; the 
Lincoln Indian Peace medal, $125; the 
1787 Mass, cent Ryder 7-H, $28; the 
Fugio with 1 cut over horizontal 1, 
$15; an 1807 half-cent in AU-50 con- 
dition, $13.50; the 1895 dollar. $237.50. 
Two impaired Stellas realized $510 
and $450; two mediocre U. S. Assay 
Office slugs, $450 and $575, and a 
Handled Pan-Pacific set in case, $1800. 
The 1919-S half went to the book at 
$280. 

The rare Hard Times tokens be- 
haved almost as though they were 
large cents. Low 7 and 11 realized 
$26 and 25; Low 24 and 57, $77.50 and 
$62.50; Low 147, 168 and 169, $87.50, 
$92.50 and $82.50, respectively. 

The last lot, a $10 CSA “essay’' of 
Sept. 2, 1862, in more than one sense 
the “1804” of Confederate paper, real- 
ized $165 on a much higher bid. This 
represents a world’s record for a Con- 
federate note of less than $500 de- 
nomination, and the ratio of 16% 
times face value is also a world’s 
record for any Confederate note.

Your Library has some wonderful 
new books for you. Capt. Oscar Dod- 
son has sent copies of Sir John Craig’s 
HISTORY OF THE LONDON MINT 
from A. D. 287 to 1948, (C-28), and 
Edward Sydenham’s COINAGE OF 
THE ROMAN REPUBLIC (S-150). 
Mr. Sydenham’s book has 340 pages 
and 30 plates, many charts and divi- 
sions for easy (or easier) attribution. 
Both books are well indexed and illus- 
trated. 

From Dr. Bruno Kisch of Yeshiva 
University in New York has come 
another of his numismatic studies, a 
most interesting booklet on JEWISH 
COMMUNITY TOKENS (K-52). I 
find this book fascinating reading, 
full of history and very factual. It is 
well illustrated with four full page 
plates. 

William Guild, Director of the Edu- 
cational Program for the Science 


Center of St. Petersburg, Florida, has 
sent us a copy of the new Boy Scout 
Merit Badge Series on COIN COL- 
LECTING. This book replaces Mr. 
Clark’s book which was the Merit 
Badge book until a year or so ago.
